ed G. A. Smith, a British exporter, 
following an argument between 
him and a Chinese policeman out- 
side the British concession. 


Smith was alleged to have struck 


the Chinese in the face. An uni- 
dentified companion then circulated 
a story, later disproved, that a 
Chinese sentry shot dead a man 
believed to be a white Russian. The 
British consul general took steps to 
obtain Smith's release. 


Informed Britons said they were 


preparing for a long "siege" in the 
belief that only solution of the lar- 
ger issues between T_panese and 
foreigners co»»!i end the localized 
dispute arising from a Japanese 
blockade of the British and French 
concessions imposed four days ago. 


Food Prices Skyrocket 


A definite air of pessimism and a 


fatalistic acceptance of their situa- 
tion was noticeable among foreign- 
ers as food prices soared, a milk 
shortage caused hardships among 
children and Japanese urged Chi- 
nese to bring independent pressure 
on the British to accede to Japan- 
ese demands.

Eccles Speech Is 
Seen as Hint of 
Lending Program 


Says Government Should 
Encourage Industries to 


Make Expenditures 


Washington — C 
Belief 
that 


President Roosevelt will propose to 
congress a new program of federal 
lending to stimulate business was 
strengthened today by the action 
of one of his foremost financial ad- 
visers, Marriner S. Eccles, in strong- 
ly advocating such outlays. 


Eccles. who headed a flourishing 


chain.bank system in Utah and 
neighboring states before he came 
to Washington with economic and 
monetary ideas that led to his ap- 
pointment as chairman of the fed- 
eral reserve board, took the lead in 
an effort to muster public support 
for the new lending proposals. 


Speaking before the Harvard 


business school alumni at Boston 
last night he said the industries 
which offered greatest hope for re- 
employment of labor were housing 
construction, railroads and utilities, 
and that the government ought to 
encourage them to make greater 
capital expenditures. 


Must Help Business 


Declaring the government must 


not "drift" along hoping for mir- 
acles to improve business. Eccles 
added: 


"We roust adopt a program ... of 


undertaking increased public in- 
vestments in useful enterprises of 
a kind that private capital will not 
undertake, but which, nevertheless, 
can be in large part self-liquidating. 


"Such public investment could 


take the form of toll roads, tun- 
nels and bridges: rural rehabilita- 
tion and farm tenancy loans, es- 
jccially in the south, to make our 
farmers independent and self-sup- 
porting: an extension of the rural 
electrification 
program: hospital 


and sanitation facilities to reduce 
he appalling economic waste of 
sickness and to make our people 
ealthicr and more cfficcnt: and cx- 
wnsion of public housing for the 
owcst income groups."

One of the 
youths threw a lighted match he 
was holding with which to see in 
the water, and some gasoline which 
had been spilled onto the water 
ignited and started the fire, police 
reported the youths said. 


The burning gasoline g o i n g 


downstream set fire to the Charles 
Boyd boathouse, while a west wind 
fanned the blaze westward and the 
boathouse of the AppMon Boat 
club caught fire. The three build- 
ings and four boats, owned by Dr. 
Pardee, James Chapelle, Robert 
Voecks and Charles Boyd. were 
destroyed. Firemen fought the fire 
for three hours.

When the fire started, the youths 


ran up the river bank hill and hid 
until the blaze was discovered and 
the fire department had arrived. 
They then returned to the scene and 
helped to remove some of the boats, 
it was reported. Two of the youths 
were picked up by police and ques- 
tioned, but they denied having been 
in the boathouse. However, when 
the third youth was taken into cus- 
today, he immediately confessed 
and implicated the others. The other 
two youths then also admitted their 
part in the incident.

Disappearance of the Phenix, one 


of the finest submarine units in the 
French navy, marked the third 
great submarine disaster in less 
than a month. It followed the loss 
of the American Squalus, with 26 
lives, and the British Thetis, which 
was the steel tomb for 99. 


Even if located, naval authorities 


expected great salvage difficulties 
would be encountered in attempt- 
ing to learn the secret of the sunk-

ture, among them repeal of the un- 
distributed profits levy, but the 
committee said complete revision 
of the strurture must wait until 
congress has more time.

A committee report declared that 


in attempting to "rectify" faults 
found in the 1938 law and remove 
"deterrents" to the free flow of 
business activity, the committee 
was "narrowly restricted by two 
very compelling factors." 


The first was the element of

"At the same time," the report 


added, "it was imperative that care 
be taken to guard against the re- 
opening of the possibility of tax 
avoidance."

"little Hitler." and 13 of his assist- 
ants were killed Nov. 30,1938 "while 
attempting to flee" a concentration 
camp.

at Berlin, sketched before a Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin alumni audit-nee 
last night the rise of nazi Germany 
under Adolf Hitler, the fcuhrer's 
methods of accomplishinc his aims 
and what they have cost the Ger- 
man people in terms of 
personal 


and economic freedom. 


Lochner. who returned to the 


campus to participate in a com- 
mencement reunion of the cla.ss of 
1909. addressed the annual alumni 
institute dinner, averting he was 
presenting facts as he saw them, 
without opinion, * 
On the side of accomplishments. 


he listed the spread of employment 
which put more men to work in 
Germany than anywhere else, the 
steps taken to unify the nation, the 
drive to make Germany self-sus- 
taining, Hitler's bold strokes to nul- 
lify the Versailles treaty and fin- 
ally his bloodless conquests of new 
territory. 


Actions Supported 


Lochner said Hitler's actions on 


the treaty had won much support 
from conservatives and that tcrri- 
torrial conquests without producing 
war had built up a 
psychology 


among the Germans that "whatever 
Hitler does will turn out all right." 


Naziism in turn has cost the Ger- 


man people all of the personal lib- 
erties cherished in America and 
has produced a big problem of how 
Germany can keep up with the ex- 
pense o* its vast armament pro- 
gram in the face of heavy rearma- 
ment bv other nations, Lochner 
stated. ' 
Economic liberties have 
been 


greatly curtailed. Hitler has placed 
the national socialist party above 
the state and nazi justice is totally 
different from the 
conception of 


justice in America, he said. 


People Uninformed 


He added that the people have no 


knowledge of how much the gov- 
ernment is spending and that there 
is no hesitancy upon the part of the 
nazis to mortgage the future, be- 
cause the regime argues that the 
full benefits will be realized by fu- 
ture generations. 


Lochner said Hitler believes he 


has a divine mission to put Ger- 
many into a position of leadership 
lor the next 500 or 1,000 years, the 
people have been imbued with the 
"messiah complex" and the nazi 
leader has been pictured to German 
youth as the perfect man. 


The German love of uniforms, 


decorations and titles, the discipline 
of the people and Hitler's realiza- 
tion of the concrete psychological 
effects of symbolism played a part 
in building up the philosophy of 
national socialism, Lochner said.

Meanwhile McKenzie announced 


that he has filed a copv of Tic's 
conservation department r e c o r d 
with Chairman Elmer Genzmer of 
the committee, and that he will ap- 
pear in person at the next hearing 
to relate Tic'b activities while a 
member of the 
chief 
warden's 


force. 


According • to 
the department 


chief Tic was first suspended, and 
finally discharged permanently for 
conduct unbecoming a state em- 
ploye, for alleged 'ilegil acts, in- 
cluding violations of the frame and 
fish laws he was hired to enforce. 
McKenzie said that the final dis- 
charge, in 1935. was upheld by the 
state bureau of personnel after that 
office had examined the evidence 
on Tic's appeal.

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Embargo Debate 
Is Seen as Aid to 
Democratic Party 


Attention of Country Di- 
verted From Domestic 
Issues, Lawrence Says 


.BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington — The* Republicans 


are about to contribute materially 
to the aid of the Democrats by forc- 
ing a long debate on the arms em- 
bargo bill. Attention will be divert- 
ed from domestic issues and the 
country will be asked to hear a de- 
bate on a throoughly superfluous 
question. 


It is superfluous because, no mat- 


ter what is done about the neutral- 
ity law at this session, the same 
provisions would never be invoked 
in the event that a world war 
broke out. For, in any such serious 
situation, there would be a special 
session of congress called almost 


. overnight, and, in less 
than a 


week's time, the American people 
would be crystallizing their views 
so that action would be taken to fit 
the particular situation arising. 


If Great Britain, for example, be- 


came embroiled in a war, and if 
Canada asked her neighbor for cer- 
tain supplies, it is inconceivable 
that they would be denied. If the 
existence of Canada were threaten- 
ed and the United States refused to 
export raw materials, the incident 
would mark the first break in the 
historic friendship which has pre- 
vailed so long between the two na- 
tions. 


To talk of legislating a perma- 


nent embargo on arms or credits 
against Canada is to argue for 
something which, in an emergency, 
would be repudiated anyhow. 


Aid to Democrats 


Since, therefore, the issue is aca- 


demic at this time and there is no 
real need for action except possibly, 
by repeal of the existing law, to no- 
tify the world 
that the United 


States maintains a free hand to act 
as she sees fit in any emergency, 
the only consequence of a prolong- 
ed debate is to give aid and com- 
fort to the Democrats, whose rec- 
ord thus far in congress has been 
submerged because of the greater 
emphasis placed on questions of 
foreign policy. The neutrality prob- 
lem can easily be disposed of by 
creating a national board of com- 
mission composed of senators and 
representatives and cabinet 
offi- 


cers to whom full discretionary 
powers could be delegated when 
the present law is repealed. 


For a long time, the Democrats 


were worried lest the present ses- 
sion turn into art investigation of 
the New Deal, accompanied by a 
determined effort 
to amend such 


laws as the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions act and the minimum wage 
statute and the securities and ex- 
change act Had there been no 
smokescreen of foreign issues, the 
Democrats would never have got 
by without some severe assaults on 
their citadel. But the Republicans 
came to their rescue. 
First, there was the Republican 


propaganda that high officials of 
the administration here were re- 
sponsible for the war scare in Eur- 
ope. It did not seem to matter that 
the British had a real war scare of 
their own and .that Hitler was act- 
ing up in central Europe. Public 
opinion in America finally refused

Attempt to Curb Short-Wave 


Radio Runs Into Opposition 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—The beating which the federal communications commis- 


sion is taking in its attempt to impose censorship on international short- 
wave radio broadcasts going out of the United States provides good evi- 
dence of the strength of our fundamental American institution — free 
speech* 


The recent action of the FCC was taken without 


hearings. 
The commission — which ranks prac- 


tically in first place as a nest of bureaucratic bicker- 
ing, intrigue and blundering — simply announced one 
day that short-wave broadcasts for foreign consump- 
tion must "reflect the culture of this country'' and 
"promote international good will, understanding and 
co-operation." 


So intense was the criticism of this section that 


to believe that the government here 
was taking the initiative in bring- 
ing on war, and. when President 
Roosevelt' subsequently 
made his 


dramatic plea for peace, he gave 
further corroboration that the gov- 
ernment was not trying to bring on 
war. The Republican strategy was 
rendered futile. 


Happy Over Debate 


Behind the scenes, no doubt, the 


New Deal was happy over the de- 
bate because it turned public at- 
tention from domestic issues. If the 
Republicans had followed their tra- 
ditional policy of going along with 
the administration in power on for- 
eign policy and had concentrated 
on domestic issues, the administra- 
tion would have been in a hole po- 
litically. Public sentiment on nec- 
essary changes in the Wagner law, 
on restrictions on WPA spending 
and on the far-reaching effects of 
the unbalanced budget would have 
been much more readily built if 
the headlines from Washington had

Construction company of Milwaukee. Four crews are at work in' two 
shifts day and night to speed the project, One crane is shown at work 
excavating- for the north anchorage while another is removing the steel 
sheet piling used on the south abutment coffer dara. A layer of hardpan 
tinder the river bottom has caused constant trouble, making removal of 
the piling difficult. Sections of the old bridge still stand and are used in 
the construction work. Expected to arrive early next week are the four 
main supporting steel beams, each 103 feet long, 7 feet high, and weigh- 
ing 28 tons. The project attracts a constant crowd of spectators. Disrupt- 
ing the heart of the business section, merchants and townsfolk alike 
anxiously await its completion.

few who would not like to claim them 
for a friend and only a funeral blue nose 
could fail to appreciate them. 


There was, for instance, one Matthew 


Prior, a humble wight, who was bothered 
no end because of satined ladies and per- 
fumed men dressed in lace collars who 
seemed to think they were better than he. 
So throughout the generations, as even to 
this day. may be seen inscribed upon his 
tomb his last fling at them all: 


"Nobles and heralds, by your leave. 
Here lies what once was Matthew Prior 
The son of Adam and of Eve: 
Can Bourbon or Nassau claim higher?" 
Our own Benjamin Franklin, one of 


our most remarkable and efficient states- 
men of the revolutionary period, could 
not withstand the itching desire to write 
a little subtle humor for his own tomb- 
stone: 


"The body of Benjamin Franklin, 


Printer (like the cover of an old book, 
its contents torn out and stript of its 
lettering and gilding), lies here, food 
for worms; but the work shall not be 
lost, for it will (as he believed) appear 
once more in a new and more elegant 
edition, revised and corrected by the 
Author." 
But an abiding sense of humor is, 


unfortunately, not given to all. Some 
there have been, billions of them, who 
could not even write. 
Other billions 


lacked the thoughts to inscribe. And still 
other billions with ideas and the power 
to pen them turned from the task as 
futile. 


As if purposely to preserve their right 


to eternal remembrance nature created 
a man by the name of Gray who wrote an 
immortal Elegy and modeled the words to 
speak forever about those who otherwise 
might never be mentioned:

He said they already had kept a chicken's 
heart going for I don't know how many years. 
He said men (such as Dr. Alexis Carrel) were 
devoting their efforts to finding'out what causes 
old age and Death, and how to prevent same. 
He pointed out that if they succeeded, Man's 
life expectancy would be Forever. 


Of course men could still get killed in auto- 


mobile accidents, they could drown, they could 
be killed by a foul ball at a ball game. We 
agreed that Science could never prevent acci- 
dental Death. But if Man had assurance that 
he was safe from disease and decay, and that 
he could die only accidentally—what effect 
would that have upon Man's mode of life, upon 
society, upon government, upon religion? 


One thing was apparent to us both. If there 


be no Death, then there must be no more 
births. No more, at any rate, than enough to 
replace those killed accidentally. That would 
mean the world must continue to'go along with 
the brains and bodies already on earth; and that 
would mean no improvement—or deterioration" 
—of the human stock. 


It would mean, most surely, an end to war. 


Would nations fight each other if they knew 
they could live forever? It might mean an end 
to motoring and to traffic hazards as we know 
them today, for why take even the slightest 
chance of Death on the highways? It would 
mean the end of the Death penalty for any 
crime. No state would be heartless enough to 
take human life, even the life of a murderer. 
It would mean an end to all hazardous occupa- 
tions.

The dangers of Nature would persist—light- 


ning, floods, fire and storm—but Science would 
turn its full force to find escape even from 
them, and might finally succeed. Science would 
war valiantly to provide every precaution 
against accidental deaths. 


It would revolutionize society, both in its 


workday and its thought. Man would approach 
his religion with an entirely different perspec- 
tive. If he were to live forever, his concern 
over any Hereafter would be largely academic. 
It would revolutionize domestic life. Marriage 
would become a much more serious business 
even than it is now.

Nctv York—The American hot dog. a habit-forming sausage, received 


the name by which it is now known to all clean-minded, right-thinking 
Americans and to the British king and queen and their subjects from the 
late Tad Dorgan, the sport page cartoonist and humorist of the Hearst 
papers at the time of the Thaw trial, in 1906. This delicacy up to that 
time was known variously as the wicnerwurst, the 
frankfurter and tho Coney island red hot. 


There was a humorous superstition that the Coney 


island red hot contained a large ingredient of dog 
meat, and Tad, whose humor was often uncxplain- 
able, as in the case ofhis famous phrase, "Yes, we 
have no bananas." introduced a family, or litter, of 
little animated sausages into the comics with which 
he was lampooning the legal farce then in progress 
at the old criminal courts building. These little 
sausages would be seen in queen antics, holding con- 
versation in talk balloons while little fox terriers, 
frisking through the disconnected scenario, tossed off 
remarks which identified them as departed rela- 
tives. 
Tad called them hot dogs, and the day he 


died Mrs. Dorgan presented to the late Harry Stevens the New York 
ball yard and race track caterer, the original drawing of the first of the 
series in which the name "hot dog" appeared.

tennis is to get the ball over the net 
Every time you get that ball over 
the net and into the proper court 
and your opponent fails to return 
it. you win a point. Learn first of 
all to keep the ball in play. About 
eight out of ten points in tennis are 
lost by knocking the ball out of 
court or into the net while only 
two are won on placements. There 
is nothing in the rules that says 
how you should hold your racket 
to get that ball over; or is there 
anything in the rule book that spe- 
cifies the type of racket you should 
use. If you can play better with a 
shovel, get a shovel. Whatever you 
use, or how you use it. the im- 
portant thing is to place the ball 
over the net, of course within the 
bounds of the court and try to put 
it where your opponent is NOT. 


The second fundamental law is to 


keep your eyes on the ball. In 
crder to make a clean shot in ten- 
nis you must hit the ball in the 
center of the racket.

The Eastern Grip 


To grasp your racket for your 


forehand shot using the 
Eastern 


Grip, take hold of your racket with 
your left hand extending the handle 
toward you. with the edge of the 
stringing frame toward the ground. 
Now shake hands with the handle 
of the racket with your right hand. 
(Of course I am assumming that 
you are right handed. Reverse this 
procedure if your are left handed.* 
Keep the edge of your racket and 
the top side of your wrist and arm 
in a straight line. The fleshy part 
of your hand between your thumb 
and first finger should be on top 
of the handle. Have the bottom 
part of your hand resting up to the 
leather on the extreme end of the 
racket 
Spread your fingers out 


diagonally along the handle. Your 
first finger should be in advance 
of your thumb. You should be able 
to wrap your fingers around the 
handle until the fingers overlap 
the thumb about an inch. If you 
can not the chances are that the 
handle of your racket is too large 
for you. 


After you have tried this grip, 


practice it again and again until 
every time you take up your racket 
your grasp will seem natural and 
comfortable. 


Your backhand strokes will re- 


quire a slight shift of your hand. 
This is best done by taking hold of 
the throat of your racket with your 
"eft hand, then turning your right 
hand just one quarter turn to the

Now allow your thumb to 


slide up the handle to act as a 
jrace and receive the shock of the

jails. The tip of your thumb should 
be directly opposite the first joint 
of your first finger. Some players 
prefer to run their thumbs diagon- 
ally across the back of the racket 
landlc instead of straight up. This 
hold requires a stronger wrist and 


would not recommend it especial- 
y if you are a girl player. 


You will use your backhand grip

A reader writes mo that wild 


turkeys have become common in 
certain parts.of Texas.

' A good friend of our column 
T.-ishes me to say a word about the 
meaning of Napoleon's nickname of 
"The Little Corporal." 


Napoleon did not start out in the 


army as a corporal. He went to a 
military- school, and was made » 
lieutenant when he finished. 


He was called "Little Corporal" 


by his troops after he bad led them 
to victory in the Battle of Lodi in 
1796. It was just a nickname, based 
partly on the fact that Napoleon 
was a short man. We should re- 
member Napoleon did not start out 
in war as a corporal in the same 
way Hitler and Mussolini did. 


Some persons believe both Mus- 


solini and Hitler want to follow the 
footsteps of Napoleon, whose armies 
conquered a great deal of Europe. If 
this be so, it would seem only a 
question of time before the two 
leaders of "the axis" will quarrel 
over which is to be the real mas- 
ter. On the other hand, they may 
find ways to get along.

Lime is still 
widely used, however, in smooth- 
finish work, and sometimes is em- 
ployed "for plaster placed on wire 
lath.

Mcnomince Tribe of Indians, the 
well known Peace and Friendship 
treaty, was dated March 30, 1817. As 
the United States desired to opoi 
up more and more land for settle- 
ment, it called the Menominccs to 
many a treaty making in on effort 
to move these Indians progressively 
off of lands wanted for settlement. 
Early in the 1850's the government 
determined 
to move the 
Meno- 


minccs definitely out of Wisconsin 
across the Mississippi into Minne- 
sota. But the Mcnominces us;d 
some of the diplomacy for whicli 
they had already become noted and 
asked 
that they send their own 


scouts to sec whether the country 
in question 
was suited to their 
needs. 


Their request could not well be 


denied. Their scouts, having duly 
made their reconnoisancc, reported 
the territory sandy and barren and 
of such a nature as to make it im- 
possible for them to make a hying 
there as they were woodland Indi- 
ans. 
The treaty of May 12, 1854, 


was the compromise result and by 
it the Menominees were enabled to 
remain in Wisconsin on 360 square 
miles of the land to which they 
had held continuity right since be~- 
fore Columbus came to America. 
For cedeing all their former hold- 
ings they received the sum of $1,- 
950,820 which went into a trust fund 
in the hands of the government. In 
1856, 
the Menominees were per- 


suaded to grant two of their town- 
ships to the homeless Stockbridge 
band of Indians, so that on a map 
the Menominee reservation appears 
as a rectangle without its lower 
left hand section. For this trans- 
action the Menominees were never 
reimbursed. 
The reservation now 


occupies 300 square mile* and here 
the Menominees settled down to 
live as wards of the government 
under the War department with 
government agents guiding their 
destiny. 


Funds From Timber 


With the great timber boom in 


the middle west in the 1870's, the 
Menominees began to log off their 
timber under the supervision of the 
government, it being suddenly real- 
ized that the land, which had been 
however reluctantly given the Men- 
ominees and considered at the time 
"only good enough for Indians," 
held great potential wealth. Dur- 
ing this period the Menominees put 
over two million dollars into their 
trust funds and this last amount 
was termed the log fund. Out of 
this, treaty aggreements not with- 
standing, their reservation expens- 
es were paid. In 1908 under the 
LaFollette act, the 
Menominees 


went into the sawmill business, the 
mill town of Neppit was later cre- 
ated, and the mills and woods op- 
erations were set up, all construc- 
tion work being paid for from the 
Menominees1 trust moneys, 
also 


these moneys footed all the reser- 
vation bills except those of the 
Franciscan mission, from govern- 
ment schools and hospitals to all 
salaries connected therewith. 
De- 


siring what they considered better 
economy and better management. 
these Indians during the New Deal 
administration voted in tribal coun- 
cil to turn their schools and hos- 
pital over to the Franciscan Fath- 
ers. 


The organization established here 


since 1856, was to operate the in- 
stitutions and use such tribal mon- 
eys as were needed. They could not 
exercise their New Deal preroga-
